ton, president of the Pinkerton Na- 
tional Detective agency, refused to- 
day to turn over to the senate civil 
liberties committee a group of "con- 
fidential reports" written by secret 
informants of his firm. 


"Feeling satisfied tiiat these long- 


hand reports would reyeal the iden- 
tity of my men, and on advice of 
counsel, I must refuse to give these 
papers to them," he told Chairman 
LaFolIette. 


Washington —(Ij— Chairman La- 


Follette (P-Wis.) of the senate civil 
liberties committee today ordered 
Pinkerton Detective agency offi- 
cials to "produce immediately" a set 
of confidential reports kept under 
guard in a Washington hotel room. 


Robert Pinkerton, president, at 


once sent Ralph Dudley, Pinkerton 
vice president, to obtain the docu- 
ments. 


LaFollette, 
after being told by 


several Pinkerton 
officials 
that 


they -did not know where the rec- 
ords were, finally learned 
from 


Sobert D. Blazier, a New York of- 
iice employe, that they were locked 
in a Washington hotel room. 


Earlier in the hearing Robert H. 


Peterson, a Pinkerton official in 
Detroit, disclosed he had removed 
confidential papers from the agen- 
cy's files a few minutes after learn- 
ng they had been subpenaed by 
the committee.

Mr. Roosevelt's series of confer- 


ences with 
Democratic congress- 


men, they said, apparently indi- 
cated he was pressing for adoption 
of his judicial proposals as a pre- 
lude to any other recommendations 
during this session of congress. 


Some of his supporters gave no 


tice of no compromise with oppo 
nents of the most controversial o 
his suggestions—enlargement of th 
supreme court if justices over 7 
not retire. 


Their declaration was made in 


the face of a statement by Senato 
Norris (I-Neb), whom Mr. Roose 
velt supported for reelection las 
year, that the proposal entaile 
"danger" because it would permi 
a president to create a new cour 
overnight. 


Administration forces had hopec 


the veteran Nebraskan would lin 
up in favor of the reorganization 
program. Instead, he said after talk 
ing with the president late yester 
day he would support supremi 
court enlargement only as a last re 
sort. 


Norris' Comment 


"Some other congress may come 


along after I'd dead and increase i 
again," he said, "until it may ge 
as large as congress itself. Then 
we would have to build another 
palace to house them. 


"The new court may be as bad as 


this one." 


Norris proposed legislation to re- 


quire that more than a majority 
vote in the supreme court be re- 
quired to hold laws unconstitution- 
al Nebraska, he pointed out, re- 
quires a 5-to-2 vote to hold a state 
act invalid. 


Although expressing the belief a 


constitutional amendment 
woulc 


take too long to meet the presen 
situation he urged as a long-time 
remedy an amendment limiting the 
terms of supreme court justices. 


"The present situation is intoler- 


able and something must be done 
to prevent the courts from legislat- 
ing instead of congress," Norris said. 
- "I've never known a presiden! 
that seemed less like a dictator, or 
less inclined to be one," he added 


Norris is head of the Conference 


on Constitutional A m e n d m e n t 
which will meet'here next month. 
Members of the group said it -would 
discuss Mr, Roosevelt's proposals 
along -with others for limiting the 
court's powers, either by statute or 
amendment. 


Opponents of the president's pro- 


gram were endeavoring to form a 
united front in both house and sen- 
ate. Republicans said the minority 
party's members were cooperating 
informally with Democratic dis- 
senters to frame opposition tactics. 


The Republican titular leader, Alf 


M. Landon, will express his views- 
tonight in a Lincoln day speech in 
New York.

American Legion Conducts 


Ceremonies in Memory 
Of Great Emancipator 


Springfield, 111., — a3) — Solemn 


thousands gathered today at the 
tomb of Abraham Lincoln in mov- 
ing tribute to the man who epito- 
mized democracy. 


While elsewhere in the 
nation 


others paused to commemorate the 
birth of the great emancipator, 128 
years ago, a privileged assemblage 
stood bare-headed beneath the por- 
tals of his final resting place and 
heard extolled his work and ideals. 


American Legionnaries, headed 


fay their national commander, Har- 
ry W. Colmery of Topeka, Kans., 
were in charge of the ceremonies. 


Colmery's address was prefaced 


by the remarks of Governor Henry 
Horner. Floral tributes were laid 
upon the sarcophagus. A squad of 
Spanish war veterans fired a salute 
to the soldier dead and taps were 
sounded. 


Various groups made excursions 


to Lincoln shrines "in and" about 
Springfield, including the frame 
house in which the Civil war presi- 
dent lived and New Salem State 
park, site of the restored village 
where he began his career as a 
frontier lawyer. 


The program marked for Spring- 


field the centennial of the year 
Lincoln moved here. Also, it was in 
1837 that Lincoln was instrumental 
in having Springfield designated as 
the state capital. 


Governor George H. Earle of 


Pennnsylvania said in a speech last 
night Lincoln would have approv- 
ed President Roosevelt's proposal 
for reorganization of the supreme 
court.

ammunition. Some of the broken

were replaced by the

ment and factor}' furnishings mov- 
ed by the strikers in building bar- 
ricades or arranging living quar- 
ters. 


Departure of hundreds of "stay- 


in" strikers from three plants late 
yesterday, six hours after an agree- 
ment ending the strike was signed 
in Detroit, brought this city to full 
realization that the siege of wor- 
ry, idleness, restraint and privation 
ivas ending. 


Strikers Parade

1—where the first strike in Flint 
began Dec. 30—were the first to 
march out after a unanimous vote 
on the agreement Their withdraw- 
al started a parade, accompanied 
by the din of auto horns, which 
moved on to Chevrolet plant No.

Bitter Conflict 
Still Undecisive 
In Spanish Strife 


Rebels Establish New Ten- 


Mile Front Along 


Jarania River 
: 


By the Associated Press - 


Spain's see-saw of war tilted back 


and forth today for both fascist in- 
surgents and the socialist govern- 
ment—one up and the other down, 
:hen around the other -way. Death 
stalked earth, sea and sky. 


Shouting Moorish troops in the 


ranks of Madrid's fascist besiegers 
pointed an insurgent drive .which 
established 
a, new 10-mile front 


slong the Jarania river southeast of 
the city at a heavy cost of life for 
the defenders. 


The move left still unsettled the 


question of which side controls the 
Madrid-Valencia road. Each claims 
it. Complete encirclement of Mad- 
rid is the fascist objective. 


Socialist artillery sought to break 


the incompleted fascist ring on the 
aorthwest with 
a . bombardment 


that failed to dislodge insurgents 
from fresh positions in the Univer- 
sity City section. The government 
reported its air-fighters shot five 


fascist planes out of the skies on 
the outskirts of 'the city. 
• 


Back in Madrid Area 


Insurgents , streamed. back' into 


the west park section of Madrid 
after low-flying planes raked the 
sector with machine gun fire and 
socialist infantrymen "mopped up" 
with hand grenades. This was but 
one of several struggles over the 
barricades of the city. 


Only two and a half miles north 


of Valencia, temporary seat of the 
socialist government on the Medi- 
terranean, insurgent warships pour- 
ed more than 30 shells into the vil- 
lage of Alboraya — a forerunner 
perhaps of a fascist drive on Valen- 
cia by land and sea.

boats.fled at the approach of social- 
ist warships and that damage to 
the village was slight. Citizens 
found 
refuge in 
bomb shelters. 


There were no known casualties.

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LINCOLN'S TIME 


Nothing so fixes human attention as 


tragedy. 


And the American Civil war was one 


of the greatest tragedies this world of 
tragedies has ever known. 
, 


It was a bloody and stupendous trag- 


edy, and, under the form of government 
established in 1787, a wholly unnecessary 
tragedy. 


In these days of constitutional dis- 


cussion it may be valuable to remember 
that our Civil war was occasioned be- 
cause of a dispute concerning the con- 
stitution of the United States and the re- 
fusal of the South to permit any possi- 
ble construction of the constitution to be 
sustained excepting as they dictated it. 


The South claimed the right to with- 


draw from the Union at pleasure. This 
argument was built upon the idea that 
the Union had been formed by the vol- 
untary consent of the various states that 
composed it and that those states, indi- 
vidually or by association, could -with- 
draw their consent at any time. 


Mr. Lincoln, leading the North, took 


the opposite position. While the consti- 
tution contained no word concerning the 
length of time the nation was to con- 
tinue, the great emancipator, consulting 
all the philosophies of the past, clear into 
the era preceding Christianity, declared 
that every nation 
was 
presumptively 


formed for all time and that unless the 
instrument 
or the 
constitution under 


which it came into existence specifically 
, stated something to the contrary no piece 


of territory had a right to withdraw, in 
other words that withdrawal could take 


- place only by amendment of the consti- 


tution by the people. 


That was the proposition, and although 


slavery 3was the immediate cause of in- 
flaming men's minds the question re- 
solved itself purely into one of consti- 
tutional construction. 


A nice question, 
indeed a splendid 


place for an argument. Yet nice ques- 
tions and long drawn out arguments are 
bound to recur in the life of a nation 
shaping themselves according to altering 
circumstances that no one can possibly 
ever see in advance, not even a nation 
with the seer's eyes and people by sev- 
*nih sons of seventh sons. 


Had the South been willing to abide 


by orderly processes of amendment there 
would have been no civil war, no four 
years of protracted misery and heart- 
ache, no 200,000 skulls littering the bat- 
tlefields, no billions of debt dragging the 
nation down for 30 years after hostilities 
were concluded. 


The South 
in 
throwing down the 


gauntlet acted hotheadedly and in fever- 
ish haste. Huey Longs and Gerald Smiths 
and Father Coughlins rent the air below 
the Mason and Dixon Line until the res- 
idents of those stales were convinced that 
the North, superior in numbers and votes, 
was about to despoil their fellow men for 
hardly any reason whatever. 


Cool voices were raised in the South, 


many of them, and of course should have 
been regarded, but those who spoke pat- 
tience were booed and threatened and 
their words were lost, words that formu- 
lated plans showing how fearfully wrong 
the South was in its fears of the North. 


For in truth, under our constitution, 


the North could not have despoiled the 
South. It had no right to free slaves 
without amending the constitution, and it 
probably would never have done that 
without making restitution in money to 
the owners of those slaves for their in- 
vestments. 


The slaves could have been freed in 


the lawful and orderly manner by amend- 
ment to the constitution and of course the 
South could ha\e paid their owners, and 
all of this without ever spending the seas 
of money trial were wasted on the bat- 
tlefields. 


The tragedy of the war was climaxed 


by the tragedy of Lincoln's assassination. 


And both tragedies are dyed all the 


deeper by the knowledge and conviction 
that under the government formed by our 
fathers neither was at all necessary—so 
long as there was a supreme court to de- 
cide our controversies and a power in the 
people to amend the constitution at any- 
time they do not like the way it is di- 
recting their destiny. 


MR. ROOSEVELT LIKES~AGE AND 


DELAY 


The President is always plausible and 


generally persuasive, but as to reasons as- 
signed by him in his attempt to reorganize 
the Judiciary it will be found that Mr. 


- Roosevelt is somewhat inconsistent, a 


position which he has occasionally oc- 
cupied before. 


The burden of his argument concern- 


ing the Judiciary has to do with age and 
how its unhappy Inroads slow down the 
mechanism of a great piece of govern- 
mental machinery that should function 
more smoothly and steadily. 


Yet we find eight Federal benches in 


'• . this jpountry of ours vacant, and instead 


fc 
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of making appointments to these vacan- 
cies in order to expedite Judicial proce- 
dure the President permits his followers 
to fritter away important 'public matters 
while they debate, and swap, and other- 
wise haggle over which friend will get 
the Judicial plum. 


Back on the 18th of November, 1935, 


Judge FitzHenry of the Northern District 
of Illinois died, and for fifteen months 
judges already, up to their eyebrows in 
work have had to share the labor that 
would have been performed had the Pres- 
ident appointed a successor. 
Back on 


May 15th, 1936, Judge Alschuler, of the 
Circuit Court of Appeals, which includes 
Wisconsin, Illinois and Indiana, resigned, 
and the President has permitted this va- 
cancy to exist ever since although know- 
ing how heavily it added to the work of 
the remaining judges of the Court of 
Appeals. 


The country is spotted with instances 


of this kind. We have merely cited the 
ones near home. 
So much for getting 


the work done. 


Now, as to the age of public servants, 


and. the necessity 01 retiring men at sev- 
enty, we find the President's very recent 
record quite out of keeping with his latest 
address to Congress. For it was Mr. Roo- 
sevelt himself who traveled clear to the 
State of Nebraska to make a speech for 
Senator Norris, now in his seventy-sixth 
year, after having 
prevailed upon the 


great Nebraskan to come out of the self- 
imposed retirement he had sought "as 
age came on." 


We are afraid that Mr. Roosevelt was 


more concerned about running the coun- 
try with a pretty high hand than he was 
about speeding up or otherwise refreshing 
our Judicial 
processes. 
But it was a 


gloved hand at least instead of a mailed 
fist the President showed. 


THEY GIVE IT BUT CANNOT TAKE IT 


In our American vernacular we have 


a very apt expression to signify softness, 
injustice, the impractical or the useless. 
We say "they cannot take it." 


Never have the Reds run to cover so 


frantically as they have since the last 
Moscow trial. They put on a great radio 
performance with a sounding board to 
carry their show as far as possible. 


But they would not let anyone answer. 
They shoot those who could answer. 


And otherwise they stuff the mouths or 
choke the windpipes of those who try to 
answer. 


In this country the Reds are becoming 


venomous at Trotsky. They want the right 
to snap and snarl and bite but others they 
would muzzle. 
They are pursuing the 


same policy the world over. At Madrid 
they have already confiscated the Trotsky 
newspaper and closed headquarters. In 
Mexico they threaten to '"dissolve any 
public meeting in which Trotsky attempts 
to participate." 
In Paris they 
have 


assassinated a leading Russian on the af- 
ternoon he was to explain the Moscow 
trial in the light of his knowledge and in- 
formation. 


In all of these actions they are entirely 


consistent. They want a sounding board 
but no receivers. They wish to state their 
case and then ring the curtain 
down. 


Their structure will not permit examina- 
tion. In other words they cannot take it. 


All through history, we find, they have 


followed precisely that program. 
Even 


when Louis XTV stood at the guillotine 
to be beheaded at their command and 
turned to his countrymen with "French- 
men, I—*' the communist leader, pre- 
pared for just such an emergency, gave 
the signal to the drummers on xvhose roll- 
ing thunder the last words of the Mon- 
arch were lost. They cannot take.it. 


Democracy, on the contrary, has taken 


practically everything. When men start 
throwing stones, or filth, or falsehoods, 
Democracy, rather pulls up the curtain, 
turns on the lights, even provides guides, 
and declares to the curious; look it all 
over. 


It explains its creed. 
It justifies its 


existence. 


These, it says, are our law makers and 


we protect them from libel and slander 
for what they say in official debate, we 
will not even have them arrested, nor 
otherwise intimidated, or prevented from 
performing their 
labors, 
excepting by 


public opinion. True, we get some crack- 
pots here once in awhile, but it is the 
people who send them. 
No bloody dic- 


tator marks the ballot alone and the law 
makers are therefore as good as the peo- 
ple they represent. 


Here, continues Democracj-, are our 


courts. We make them function openly 
and above board. There can be no sec- 
recy excepting in protection of public 
morals and even that exception is guarded 
against abuse with jealous care. Fresh 
air, clean and wholesome, is kept flow- 
ing through court rooms, nor are the la- 
bors of our Judiciary softened any by the 
Jury system, which not only preserves 
freedom but involves a heavy responsi- 
bility in correct guidance. 


Of course democracy can take it. 
It 


has no skeleton in its closet. It loves 
the sunlight because its rays reveal the 
errors, a-little dry-rot here and there. 
It permits everyone to denounce it, expose 
its shortcomings, curse its purposes ana 
damn its achievements. It realizes that 
as long as intelligence prevails it is safe. 
Only in the dark forest of ignorance 
where men are shot by cunning human 
wolves does its course become hazardous. 


There is something craven about the 


man who loves to thump but cries at a 
thumping. And that observation applies 
to a nation or a system with similar char- 
acteristics.

As for the General Motors com- 


pany, its original mistake was in 
insisting that negotiations be car- 
ried on in plants instead of with 
the one general management, a 
position, however, from which the 
company receded promptly enough 
to escape the blame for prolonging 
the strike.

so well in the strike, but, if the 
truth is ever confessed by the un- 
ion leaders, they will be compelled 


j to admit that the granting of an 
injunction 
against the sit-down 


j strikers was a very vital point in 


i the whole strike strategy beacuse 


j the Lewis union was put in an em- 
barrassing position 
with public 


sentiment. 
On the one hand, to 


withdraw the sit-down strikers was 
to acknowledge defeat and lose the 
only leverage the auto strikers real- 
ly possessed as a minority, but on 
the other hand, to defy the injunc- 
tion itself was to swing public 
opinion from the sit-down strikers. 


The more it 
became apparent 


that the local police at Flint would 
have to be augmented for a battle 
in which the militia might have to 
join, the more it was evident that 
the strike had to come to a quick 
conclusion. In this

Mr. Lewis succeeded 
in focussing the attention of work- 
ers generally — his prospective 
members—on what can be done by 
an insistent minority and he did 
succeed in getting recognition for 
his own membership as a group in 
any general parleys on wages and 
hours with a big industrial cor- 
poration. 


Rights Need Definition 


From a labor standpoint, every 


concession, no matter how small, is 
magnified in a membership drive, 
but the letter from General Motors 
and the agreement itself make it 
quite clear that no exclusive bar- 
gaining rights have been granted 
and that the rights of the Lewis 
group as well as 
the non-Lewis 


workers will have to be defined by 
Governor Murphy . himself as the 
future mediator during a period of 
six months. It's a sort of com- 
pulsory arbitration for a limited 
period on a collaterial issue—how a 


j minority can bargain -without in- 
juring the majority in the plant. 


General Motors, on the 
other 


hand, succeeded in maintaining suc- 
cessfully that it would not rec- 
ognize ' any group as the exclusive 
bargaining agency for non-union or 
any other workers in their plants 
who might be affiliated with the 
A. F. of ,L. This principle has an im- 
portant bearing oh the future of 
industrial warfare and much will 
depend on whether the Wagner la- 
bor relations act is declared un- 
constitutional. If it is held valid, 
then some amendment of the law is 
bound to be compelled by public 
opinion so that the rights of the 
minority will be protected against 
a majority or vice versa. These is- 
sues are far from settled. 
, 


Politics At Fault 


Basically, the strike is a sad ex- 


ample of how political government, 
refusing to 
act through federal 


mediation machinery, prolonged a 
strike that could have been settled 
locally, namely by the governor of 
Michigan, weeks ago, if the nation- 
al administration had not got mixed 
up in the politics of the Lewis con- 
troversy with the A. F. of L. as to 
the form of union that shall repre- 
sent workers for collective bargain- 
ing in America. 


Collective bargaining, of course, 


now has been more widely adver- 
tised than ever and the public has 
been educated on various aspects 
of modern labor warfare, including 
the technique of sit-down strikes, 
but if the lesson learned is that rea- 
son and persuasion and impartial 
administration at Washington can 
do more to forward the cause of the 
workers than anything 
else, the 


strike may not have been fought al- 
together in vain'.
